A Sumpter Township man, more 
recently living in Romulus, was 
sentenced Monday in Wayne County 
Circuit Court to life imprisonment 
for the murder of his live-in 
girlfriend.

Burton said the incident occurred 
shortly after Ms. Morrison had 
retired for the night.

Ms. Morrison continued to feign 
sleep, and told the police that once 
again the noise subsided.

She told police she shouted for the 
man to stop, however, he turned, as 
if to flee through the living room 
window.

From information given by Judge 
Foley and the two police officers, 
Mrs. Hayes had left her husband and 
four children in Inkster and had 
lived with Ross for about two years 
in Sumpter Township near where 
her body was discovered. 


In December of 1979, she left him 
to return to her family in Inkster. 
Ross then kidnapped her and her two 
sisters a month later and was later 
convicted on three counts of kid- 
napping and felonious assault.

On Friday, May 23, he was on a 
work furlough from a halfway house 
in Detroit and went to his Sumpter 
residence where Mrs. hayes had 
gone to get her clothes and personal 
effects. 

At this time, Anderson said, Ross 
was involved with a woman in 


South of Belleville on Sumpter 
Road, between Bemis and Hull 
roads, eight telephone poles were 
felled by the storm.

Public damage amounted to $17.1 
million, private damage was $130.2 
million, and agricultural damage 
was $3.8 million, the Governor’s 
report disclosed. 

Counties where damage was 
heaviest were: Allegan. Berrien, 
Calhoun. Cass, Jackson. Ottawa, St

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Snowmobi/ers face /aw changes 


Snowmoblie owners and 
prospective owners should be alert 
to several changes made recently in 
the state's snowmobile registration 
law. 

The new law requires 
snowmobiles to be registered with 
the Secretary of State when pur* 
chased or when ownership is 
transferred 

Snowmobiles need not be 
registered if they are used only on 
lands owned by the snowmobile 
owner or if the vehicle is used only in 
a safety education program con- 
ducted by a certified snowmobile 
safety instructor. 

This revised registration system 
will help to ensure that all 
snowmobiles are registered. This 
improved system could reduce the 
need for law enforcement services 
by the Department of Natural 
Resources. 

The new law also raises the 
snowmobile registration system 
from $9 to $15 The registrations are 
for three years. 

The $6 increase will be deposited 
in a recreational snowmobile trail 
improvement fund administered by 
the Department . of Natural 
Resources. The fund is used ex- 
clusively for the improvement of 
public snowmobile trails and other 
non-conflicting public recreational 
purposes. 

A portion of snowmobile 
registration fees had been placed in 
the State’s general fund and ex- 
pended from the general fund for the 
support of a system of snowmobile 
trails. The new system is more 
direct and easier to administrate. 

However, the amount of money 
that was available has not been 
sufficient to keep up with the 
growing demand for an expanding 


system of well-maintained 
snowmobile trails. The fee increase 
will result in approximately $650,000 
a year for snowmobile trail im- 
provements. 

The remaining $9 of the 
registration fee will continue to be 
deposited in the general fund. The 
Department of Natural Resources 
had been required to give 25 percent 
to 50 percent of the money to 
counties, cities, villages and 
townships which apply for grants for 
snowmobile trail development and 
maintenance. The Department may 
also pay the local governments up to 
100 percent of the cost of initial signs 
for snowmobile routes. 

However, many local govern- 
ments have been reluctant to take on 
the responsibility of developing and 
maintaining snowmobile trails since 
it often does require some additional 
expense for them. 

The new law allows , the state 
grants to be made available to non- 
profit incorporated snowmobile 
organizations, as well as local units 
of government. This will enable 
snowmobile projects to be un- 
dertaken in areas where local of- 
ficials are not inclined to take part in 
the grant program. 

The increase in snowmobile 
registration fees will directly benefit 
snowmobilers by providing needed 
additional funding for trail 
development. Improvement of 
existing trails and development of 
new' ones would be helpful for 
Michigan’s important tourist in- 
dustry. 

Allowing local snowmobile groups 
to be eligible for trail development 
grants will permit interested 
citizens to initiate improvements 
and develop trails without having to 
obtain a local government to act as a

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MESC reopens Romulus office after clean-up 


Storm caused massive roof, flood damages 


When the now infamous July 16 
storm swept through the Romulus 
area, it took with it part of the roof 
from the Michigan Employment 
Security Commission’s (MESC) Job 
Service office, 38333 Van Bom Rd., 
and left MESC staff with a massive 
cleanup job. 

As Victor Mayette, manager of the 
Romulus office, explains the strong 
winds from the storm tore holes in 
the roofing material, allowing raiq 
water to pour in damaging ceiling 
tiles on the inside as well as some of 
the office’s files. 

In addition to the holes in the roof, 
the wind tore off two large air vents 
hurling them iatp the parking lot 
where they damaged several parked 
cars. Fortunately, no one was in- 
jured. 


The wind also knocked out the 
power and lights, forcing the office 
to close to the public for the 
remainder of the day. Many of the 80 
MESC staff at the office, however, 
remained to help cleanup. 

“My staff did an outstanding job,” 
Mayette ‘Said. “Everybody pitched 


in and helped. Some even stayed to 
help knowing that their own homes 
were damaged.” 

Although cleanup operations 
begain immediately, an important 
concern for Mayette and his staff 
was the continued payment of 


unemployment benefits to the 10,000 
people who are handled by the office 
each week. After a fast search for 
available locations, the MESC 
moved its claims paying operation 
to UAW Local 900 Hall. 38110 
Michigan Ave., and began paying 
benefits from there the day after the 


storm. 

At the Romulus MESC office, staff 
sloshed through water soaked carpet 
picking up ruined ceiling tiles and 
other debris and moving files to 
drier quarters next door in the 
Department of Social Services of-’ 
fice. 


For nearly a week, the MESc 
office was left without power, for- 
cing staff to work by light from 
Coleman lanterns, candles and 
several lights powered by portable 
generators. 

While the cleanup proceeded, staff 
sorted through water damaged files, 
processes unemployment claims 
and administered Job Service help 
from the Social Services office and 
from tables set up on the lawn ai, i in 
the parking lot 

By Thursday, July 24, eight days 
after the storm, the Romulus MESC 
staff had moved back into their 
office and reopened to the public — a 
little wet under the gills but glad to 
have a dry office and a new roof 
overhead.

Suspect fs arrested 


A young Romulus man who was 
arrested early Monday morning by 
Pittsfield Township police faces 
three charges in connection with the 
theft of a car from his landlord

A Van Buren Township teenager 
was beaten Sunday night, police 
reported, when he tried to stop an 
older man from using profane 
language in front of his girlfriend. 

Taken to Wayne County General 
Hospital about 8:30 p.m. was David 
Orskey, 18, of 14250 Martinsville Rd., 
said Det. Frank Burton of the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Dept. 

Det. Burton said Orskey was 
bleeding from the head, nose and 
mouth. Hospital authorities reported 
Monday morning that the youth was 
released following treatment of his 
injuries. 

The officer said investigation 
disclosed that two carloads of young 
males had purchased some items at 
a party store on the southwest 
comer of Huron River Drive and 
Hannan Road As they left the store, 
one of the men used offensive 
language to Orskey. 

The youth was filling his bicycle 
tire with air and was accompanied 
by his girlfriend, a 17-year-old 
Belleville girl. He asked the man to 
refrain from using such language 
and was immediately struck and 
beaten by the unidentified assailant, 
Burton said. 

Witnesses described the attacker 
as black, about 6 feet, one inch in 
height, weighing about 180 pounds, 
and who had a freckled face. His 
companion was described as 6 feet, 3 
inches tall, weighing about 150 
pounds, and wearing a short Afro 
hair style. 

Burton said a bystander who tried 
to intervene was shoved aside by 
Orskey’s assailant.

McWilliams’ 
son, David, 17, and other persons at 
the scene stepped in to help and the 
men fled in their cars, McWilliams 
said. 

He said four men were in one car 
and three in the second and that all 
were black. 

McWilliams said Huron Metro 
Park, south of the party store and 
on the west side of Hannan Road, 
has been the scene of numerous 
disturbances. 

“About three weeks ago, a half 
dozen black youths were fighting 
and hitting each other with 
ballbats,” he said. 

Upset at the frequency of fights at 
the park, McWilliams told 
Associated Newspapers that he 
planned to visit Romulus Mayor 
William M. Oakley. 

“I am going to ask him about 
closing down the parki” said Mc- 
Williams. 

He said bystanders did get a 
license number on one of the two 
fleeing cars. Monday, Burton said a 
license check showed the car to be 
issued to an Inkster resident living 
on Colgate Street. He said the car 
was a maroon 1978 Chevrolet Monte 
Carlo. 

The detective said officers were 
still investigating the incident and 
hoped to make an arrest soon.

Joseph, Van Buren, Washtenaw and 
Wayne, the report said. 

Milliken first WTote the President 
on July 23, and followed up with a 
second letter July 25 documenting 
his earlier request. 

The governor stressed the state’s 
dire financial condition - a deficit of 
$120 million - and increasing 
unemployment in -his letter to 
Carter. He added that proposed 
federal cutbacks in the budget made 
matters even worse. 

Specifically, Milliken asked for 
federal assistance in the 10 affected ‘ 
counties as follows: 

1) -Aid for emergency debris 
cleanup to reduce immediate 
threats to life, property, and public 
health and safety from fallen trees 
and limbs. 

2) -Low interest disaster recovery 
and economic injury loans by the 
Small Business Administration for 
repair to homes, business and 
farms. 

3) -Low interest loans from the 
U.S. Dept, of Agriculture. 

“In summary, the local units of 
government in the disaster-affected 
areas and their citizens have been 
greatly affected by these severe 
thunder and wind storms,” ex- 
plained the governor. “The effects of 
the storms will be felt for some time 
to come.” % 

Milliken concluded his letter to the 
President by pointing out the strain 
on already overburdened local 
budgets to pay for cleanup 
operations and the inevitable rise in 
utility rates.

9 million work in construction 


Small, minority businesses 
asked to bid for jail work 


Wayne County’s Office of Human 
Relations has started a county-wide 
search for small and minority 
businesses qualified to bid on nearly 
$9 million w'orth of construction 
work for Phase III of the new $37 
million county jail, Chairman 
Samuel Turner of the County Board 
of Commissioners announced today. 

According to Turner, of the 160 
small and minority businesses 
already certified by the County’s 
Office of Human Relations, less than 
40 percent are involved in con- 
struction-type operations. “This 
means,” he said, “that we’ve got to 
start looking real hard fdr more 
companies th^at fall within this 
category.” 

“We’re quite certain,” Turner 
said, “that there are dozens of small 
and minority businesses scattered 
around the county unaware of the 
many jobs available to them through 
the county’s “Set-Aside”. Ordinance. 

Turner explained that county 
commissioners in 1978 made it 
mandatory to set aside no less than 
25 percent of all county construction 
projects for small and minority 
organizations. In this case the 
amount available for bidding by 
small groups is nearly $9 million 
“This means a lot of jobs for a lot of 
people,” he said. 

An initial meeting of mihority and 
small business owners has been 
scheduled for August 7 at 10:00 A M. 
at the jail site, Monroe and St. An- 
toine to discuss qualification 
problems. Attending the meeting 
will be representatives from the 
Small and Minority Business Ad- 
visory Committee, Turner, mem- 
bers of the county’s Corrections 
Committee, chaired by Com- 
missioner Arthur M Carter, and 


representatives of Barton-Malow, 
hired recently by the Board of 
Commissioners to oversee the $37 
million jail project. 

Thomas Madden, Vice-President 
of Barton-Malow\ said blueprints 
will be sent out about August 11 to all 
interested bidders fol!ow r ed by a 
second meeting with Small and 
Minority business owners August 15 
in the Auditorium of the City-County 
Building to answer their questions 
concerning the “set-aside” or- 
dinance and how to submit and 
qualify for bids, etc. 

Madden continued: “We have 
another r meeting tentatively 
scheduled August 22 to explain 
architectural and construction 
segments of the blueprints to in- 
terested bidders, and we hope to 
start accepting initial bids by the 
first of September. Portions of the

anesthetic by a veterinarian. If 
these baby teeth are not removed, 
they push the adult teetch out of 
alignment and allow’ tartar to build 
up faster between the rows of teeth. 

When a dog or cat breaks a tooth, 
it generally causes them little 
discomfort One exception to this is 
when an infection, goes up the root 
canal and an abcess forms. The 
abcess follows a line of least 
resistance. 

On the upper jaw, the abcess* is 
above the tooth. It goes up through 
the bone rather than down through 
the harder tooth. 

Many times these tooth abeesses 
drain out just below' the eye. The 


treatment is to remove the broken 
tooth under an anesthetic and place 
the animal on antibiotics. 

TTie mouth can have a foul odor for 
a number of reasons. The most 
common reason being tartar on the 
teeth. Tartar builds on the teeth, 
then it calcifies and continues to 
build pushing up the gums and the 
supporting bone. 

The teeth will become loose and 
may bleed causing the animal 
discomfort. Most dogs and cats need 
to have tartar removed as they grow 
older This is done by a veterinarian 
under an anesthetic. 

Some dogs and cats may need to 
have their teeth cleaned often, while 
others rarely require cleaning. Hard 
foods do help to decrease tartar 
buildup

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Repair crews restore service to state 

Storm had knocked out electricity to 263,000 customers 


By mid-week of this past week 
repair crews were restoring service 
to the last of more than a quarter 
million Consumers Power company 
customers whose electric service 
was interrupted by one of the most 
devastating series of storms ever to 
strike Michigan's Lower Peninsula. 

Some 263,000 Consumers Power 
electric customers lost service 
between Tuesday, July 15, and early 
Monday, July 21. Four separate 
storms moved across the state 
during that 5 1 2 -day period. Winds 
reaching 80 miles per hour blew 
thousands of trees and tree limbs 
over power lines and caused ex- 
tensive damage, along with severe 
lighting, to other electric 
distribution equipment. 

The storms were by far the worst 
for the utility company since ice 
storms caused power outages to 
about 233,000 electric customers jn

March 1976. The company estimates 
that storm damage and related costs 
will amount to $5 million. 

Well over one thousand Consumer 
Power employees, assisted by at 
least 60 repair crews from con- 
tractors and utilities in neighboring 
states, together with hundreds of 
pieces of heavy equipment staged a 
24-hour, around the clock cleanup 
operation. The nature of the storms 
brought repair crews from one part 
of the state to the other, and back 
again. 

Now, barring still more violent 
weather, restoration of electric 
service to those customers affected 
by the storms is virtually complete, 
according to Howard J. Jensen, 
Consumers Power’s manager of 
electric distribution. 

“We were in an all-out effort from 
the beginning to restore service to 
our customers,** Jensen said from 


an office next to the “storm center” 
on the fourth floor of the company’s 
Jackson headquarters. 

The storm room is a com- 
munications and technical support 
center from which damage is 
assessed and repair efforts are 
coordinated. Storms moving toward 
Michigan are plotted and their 
activity is monitored. Six hours 
before the first storm hit on Tuesday 
morning, July 15, Jensen said his 
department already had requested 
several operating headquarters to 
place repair crews on standby,

expecting the worst. The 
preparation paid off. 

TTiat storm hit Grand Rapids first, 
knocking out power to 32,000 
customers. Then it moved east 
causing 9,000 additional outages. 
Before damage from that storm was 
repaired, a second, more violent 
band of thunderstorms struck 
Kalamazoo Wednesday morning, 
moving east through Battle Creek 
and Jackson causing 105,000 
customer outages in a 4,000 square 
mile area.

Goals are to achieve an economically viable shopping environment 


A “Strategy and Design for 
Downtown Revitalization of 
Romulus” has just been completed 
by Christopher Wzacny & 
Associates, Inc., community 
manners, and has been presented to 
approved by the Romulus 
Central Business District 
Association. 

The "Summary of Finding” of the 
market study indicates that the 
downtown Romulus market trade 
area is in a strong and viable 
position. 

he economic assessment in- 
dicates that the market area will 
support additional businesses and 
that revitalization is needed. 

The assessment reveals definite 
opportunities for development 
within downtown Romulus. *The 
.construction of the Romulus Towers 
strongly supports this positive 
outlook as does the current efforts of 
the Romulus Central Business 
District Association and the City of 
gomulus towards the upgrading of 
the downtown area. 

The goals of the revitalization as 
outlined in the planners report is to 
achieve an economically viable and 
amendable shopping environment. 
The goals will be accomplished by a 
new downtown street scape design 
which will center along Goddard 
Road and Shook Road 

This will essentially be the heart of 
the commercial district. The intent 
of the street scape design is to 
establish a distinctive character 
which clearly communicates a 
pleasant shopping environment. 

The theme of the street scape will 
be "Old Village Romulus" and will 
include pole mounted street lighting 


to reflect 19th and early 20th century 
periods, resurfaced streets, new 
sidewalks, street furniture com- 
patible with the design, shade trees, 
more parking including angle 
parking and relocation of Shook 
Road on the south side of Goddard 
Road 

In addition to the street scape plan 
the strategy and design for down- 
town revitalization of Romulus as 
recommended by planners 
Christopher Wzacny & Associates, 
Inc. call for certain building im- 
provement guidelines for each of the 
commercial and office structures 
now' in downtown Romulus and 
fronting on Goddard Road. 

The recommended improvements 
for the commercial establishments 
would be an "Old Village Romulus" 
and would be compatible with the 
street scape plan. 

In general the building im- 
provement recommendations in- 
clude brick work to be cleaned, 
painting of buildings with color 
selections harmonious to “Old 
Village Romulus". Also awnings 
were suggested in many cases as 
distinctive additions to store fronts 
which would tend to establish a 
distinctive and cohesive image for 
downtown. 

Further, it was recommended that 
signs must work together and not 
individually to establish a distinc- 
tive downtown charter. Ft is 
recommended that the large plastic 
and porcelain signs be eliminated. 

The recommended signs would be 
constructed of wood and lit with 
carefully placed directional front 
lighting with guady lighting 
techniques avoided.

PCHA names Community Relations Director 


The new director of Community 
Relations for the Peoples Com- 
munity Hospital Authority (PCHA) 
is Maureen S. Camps, 28, of 
Westland. 

As community relations 
representative for the 5-hospital 
authority, Ms. Camps will act as 
media liaison, will participate in 
community activities as PCHA 
spokesperson, work with each 
hospital’s staff and auxiliary group 
in cultivating good relationships 
with the public and in developing 
programs, and be involved in other 
communications projects. 

In that role, Ms. Camps will have 
the responsibility of developing a 
community relations plan to bring 
the PCHA story to the community, 
as well as assisting each hospital 
with its promotional projects. 

According to Westland Coun- 
cilman Robert D. Wagner, who also 
is chairman of the PCHA Com- 
munity Relations Committee, the 
board feels strongly that community 
outreach and education is par- 
ticularly important because of the 
large populations that the hospital 
authority serves.

Taylor.

Associated Newspapers serves 
several PCHA member com- 
munities. 

"I'm pleased to be associated with 
an organization of the caliber of 
PCHA. As a community resident and 
a reporter in its service area for 
several years, I’ve always been 
impressed with the job it does 
providing healthcare services,” Ms. 
Camps said. “The health care field 
is certainly a complicated one, and 
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my firs$ few months on the job will 
entail spending a lot of time learning 
not only about the PCHA structure 
and hospitals, but the issues facing 
health care today.

If Melina Mercouri would pardon us for a moment for tam- 
pering with her words and song, maybe it’s time for America and 
Americans to forget “Never on Sunday” and think “Why not on 
Sunday?”

There may be some who are 
disenchanted with the system and refuse to cast their ballots 
because “it won’t make any difference,” but let’s look at it from 
another angle. 

After putting in a day’s work in a factory, office — or wherever

home only to learn it’s Tuesday, an “election day.” You see 
mountains ahead of you. You feel obligated, a sense of respon- 
sibility that you should and must cast your vote. 

But you’re tired. And if the guilty system doesn’t sound an 
alarm, you probably will say, “Ah, I’ll vote the next time.” 

But the next time, as statistics prove, there is some other 
reason for not casting your ballot There are always good excuses. 

Maybe it’s time to try something the Europeans have done for 
years — hold elections on Sunday. Or maybe declare an election 
day, a national holiday. After all, it is important. The people we 
send to office have our lives in their hands — they can declare 
wars, tax us to death, take our children away from us, bus or not 
bus students. 

It is time for us to take a second, and third, look at elections... 
Before apathy kills us all.

Tlie unsung heroes of the recent thunderstorms which battered 
western and southern Wayne County and other portions of 
Michigan are the work crews of the utility companies serving 
these areas.

Another side of 
the compost plant 


Regardless of all the pros and cons, or feelings 
of some irate and upset citizens, society must 
realize that sewage sludge must be disposed of 
somewhere, somehow. 

Recent protests in Sumpter and Van Buren 
townships by some residents living near landfill 
sites sound like sour grapes and are examples of 
similar situations happening all over our nation. 

In many instances, residents complaining about 
the odor and general nuisance of nearby landfills 
have lived there onij a year, two,years, or other 
short periods of time. They knew the “dump” was 
there when they moved in. 

For them to cry and lament about this or that is 
not realistic. No one twisted their arm to move 
there; they did it of their own free will! 

Sewage disposal has and always will be a 
problem for mankind- But, where it has been going 
on for 20, 30 or 40 years, in most instances^ it 
Should be left alone and allowed to continue. 

In Romulus, city fathers are considering what to 
do about a Detroit firm that wants to build a 
sewage sludge recovery plant that will convert the 
undesirable material into fertilizer. Many 
problems remain to be worked out before such an 
undertaking could become a reality. 

However, as a resident of the area, I know full 
well what is now located on the land wanted for the 
sludge recovery plant. The city officials who 
called Mendrek’s Dump “disgraceful" were 
putting it mildly. It's abominable! 

A recent trip to Maryland to see a government 
operated plant similar to the one contemplated for 
Romulus has received mixed reviews. You, the 
managing editor of Associated Newspapers, went 
on that trip and came back complaining about the 
odor. 

That plant in Maryland is several years old. The 
new one in Romulus possibly will utilize the latest 
technology to minimize sludge odor. If so, a 
modem sludge recovery plant in the area west of 
the C & O tracks and south of Ecorse Road could 
prove to be a blessing for the city of Romulus, if 
everything can be worked out. 

It’s a fact of life that no one individual or one 
endeavor will please everyone. That’s an im- 
possibility. But, if the majority can be satisfied, 


then the smaller percentage ot complainers and 
protesters must be overridden. 

In Van Buren Township, a recent story in your 
newspaper related how residents living near the 
large landfill there complained about smell, flies 
and not being able to sit outdoors or cook outside. 
Yet, the landfill has been there much longer than 
the subdivision in which the protesters live. 

In Sumpter Township, the same situation 
prevails. Residents living near the landfill there 
complain about similar inconveniences But. most 
of them also moved in only a short while ago. 

Often, cases are made against landfills just 
before election time. That may very well be true in 
Van Buren and Sumpter townships. 

It is true that in those cases where a new landfill 
or sludge disposal operation is being contemplated 
for a specific area that legitimate reasons can be 
found for quashing the project. 

But, where such operations have existed for 
years, emphasis should be given to improving 
them with modern technology. Residents living 
nearby who are only newcomers to the area and 
who are unhappy with the situation should move 
elsewhere. 

Before the sludge recovery plant for Romulus is 
scrapped, every side of the proposed project must 
be reviewed and considered with the best interests 
of the majority of area residents given top 
priority. 

Much of the area wanted for the sludge recovery 
plant operation in Romulus has been the site of 
several dumps over the last few decades. 
Residential development is out of the question as 
builders say the cost would be prohibitive to build 
underground sewers and utilities due to all of the 
concrete, metal, and other hard trash and rubbish 
buried there. 

Only an industrial • type operation utilizing 
moorings that allow foundations to be anchored 
many feet underground can be built on ihf old 
dumping grounds which surround the present 
Mendrek’s Dump. 

The proposal to build a sludge recovery plant in 
Romulus is not a harebrained scheme. It merits 
the utmost study before/ rejection I hope our city 
fathers extend that courtesy to the project.

The fast stream of dialogue which cir-' 
culated the newly-opened Council 
Chambers in Inkster was cluttered with 
oratory. The speakers offered no solutions 
to the problems that the unemployed of 
today face daily. 

Carl Wilson, “middle aged” (and there 
are quotation marks around the two ad- 
jectives because age is so subjective) and 
concerned about his community, was 
addressing the City Fathers. 

Wilson informed Council that he had 
purchased a home for approximately 
$24,000, invested another $20,000 into it 
over the years and, like most of us, 
maintained his property, “because I want 
to be proud of my house, my street and my 
community.” 

Like most of us, Wilson is selfish enough 
to want to enjoy life. He argued very 
convincingly that the life and death of a 
neighborhood depends on each and every 
person who lives in that neighborhood. 

Unfortunately for Wilson and his family, 
his neighbors disagree. Spewing out word 
pictures that would remind us that there 
are “lost generations” amid the great 
metropolises, Wilson said his neigh- 
borhood now is a “slum” thanks to “people 
who don’t know how to and don’t care to 
take care of their homes.” 

“The government has given some of 
these people homes, but they don’t know 
how to take care of them. In fact, these 
people find nothing to cling to.” 

One person compared these people with 
the Cuban refugees. Homeless and hungry. 

But I feel the Cubans or the boat people 
of Asia are more fortunate .than those 
stuck in yie “slums” of America: the 
Cubans came to our shores with hopes and 
dreams — those who reside in our slums 
have lost even that and, consequently, 
“live” without hope. 

Lose hope, and you lose everything. 

“I do not know what to say or do 
anymore,” Wilson told Council. “I try so 
hard to keep my property looking good. 
But what’s the use when you see that your 
neighbor has weeds waist high, and rats 
race across my lawn to get to the trash 
that someone tosses out of a broken win- 
dow'. 

“What am I to do — these people exist. 
Must I move out?” 

Either you do, or you become like them. 


To those who believe that everything is 
permissible when you’re on this side of a 
typewriter, let me say this: there are more 
restraints here than there. 

Contrary to belief, common sense 
usually dictates most of our actions and 
reactions. 

So when one resident recently argued 
that we were “protecting” a certain 
politician arrested just before the election 
for driving when under the influence, 
because we refused to write the story 
unless we had a comment from the ac- 
cused, she slammed t^e telephone in our 
eardrums. 

And, let me also point out that if the 
practice in these parts included writing 
stories about inebriated drivers — believe 
me, there are oh, so many of them — and 
we subsequently <hd not write about this 
incident, then, we would have been 
deliquent in our job. 

No, we will not “cover up” for anyone. 
Or “kill” a story because of threats. But I 
feel the Press has a responsibility to be 
fair. 

Over many years our instincts have been 
conditioned to send signals when people 
suddenly provide a “good story” near 
election time.

Let me leave you on a positive note: 
People on Brush Street in Wayne have 
“nominated” Jack Linebrink as “Neigh- 
bor of the Year.” It seems that Linebrink 
is very helpful helping others, says 
Lanette Berec, owner and executive 
director of an adult foster care home on 
the street. 

“During the storm he cleared the streets 
of debris, and afterwards cut trees and 
branches. He assisted everyone he could. *• 
He also has found jobs for some of the 
people at the foster home. 

“Jack and the rest of the people on the 
block have made us feel that we are a part 
of the community, and we really love it,” 
Mrs Berec said. 

Isn't that the way it should be?

There are legal limits on the hours 
you can work, to quote the ap- 
propriate sections: “You may not 
work: during school hours; before 7 
A M. or after 7 P.M. (9 P.M. from 
June 1 to Labor Day); more than 
three hours on a school day; more 
than eight hours on a non-school 
day; more than 18 hours in a school 
week ; or more than 40 hours in a non 
school week.” These regulations 
exist to protect you, not to stop you 
from working. Keep trying to find a 
job and good luck!

263,000 customers were without electricity

A third storm moved off Lake 
Michigan striking the northern 
Lower peninsula Sunday morning. 
The final furious storm raced across 
Michigan on Sunday night and early 
Monday. Sunday's storms caused 
another 117,000 outages. 

Damage to power lines and 
distribution equipment was 
tremendous, Jensen said. Trees and 
tree limbs crushed houses and cars 
and blocked roads leading into some 
towns. Jensen said he still is com- 
piling numbers of downed lines and 
damaged equipment, but the 
preliminary figures are staggering. 

At least 2,100 spans of primary 
power lines were down; 10,500 
secondary and service lines were 
damaged or down; more than 1,000 
line fuses were blown; nearly 200 
utility poles were blown down or 
damaged, and nearly 275 trans- 
formers were burned out. 

Each of more than 300 line crew 9 
working to repair the damage and 
dear trees consisted of two or more 
employees and a vehicle, usually a 
bucket truck. In addition, hundreds 
of supervisors, engineers, 
technicians, stores personnel and 
customer service employees 
provided essential support. 

“Crews worked from daybreak 
untO after dark," Jensen said, “in 
mo6t cases getting only four or five 
hours rest.” When still more help 
was needed, Jensen said that 
lineman on vacation were called, 
“and 30 crews reported." 

“(Xir first priority is to clear away 
live wires that are down— the 
dangerous situations," Jensen said. 
“Then we restore power to hospitals 


and places where life support 
equipment is essential. Then we 
move into areas where we can get as 
many customers as possible 
restored to service in the least 
amount of time." 

Jensen said he is aware of com- 
plaints from some customers who 
felt that Consumers Power wasn’t 
doing enough, soon enough, to 
restore electric service. 

“We had every available crew 
from every Consumers Power 
region working, plus outside help. 
Our efforts were at getting 
customers by the hundreds restored 
to service before customers by the 
tens." 

Jensen said telephone calls from 
customers reporting power outages 
are valuable in that they help pin- 
point problem areas. In addition, 
weather statistics and visual checks 
are used to assess damage in an 
emergency. 

“But sometimes people call and 
the lines are busy or they get a 
recorded message. In that case, the 
customer can assume that 
somebody else is calling with the 
same, or similar information, useful 
to the company. Customers still 
should call repeatedly until they 
reach us. In fact, we’ll often call 
back to verify outages or determine 
whether service to an area has been 
restored." 

“People are alert in a situation 
like this, l’ Jensen said. After a 48- 
hour power outage, some customers 
who did not see Consumers Power 
crews in their neighborhood thought 
nothing was being done to correct 
the problems. 

“The fact is that unlike the tor-

It takes less than 
two minutes to cover the 2,600 feet of 
elevated guideway. 

You and your car can be tran- 
sported by ferry across the St. Clair 
River to Canada and across Lake 
Michigan to Wisconsin. 

Daily service in southern 
Michigan is offered between these 


DOints: Algonac and Walpole Island- 
Wallaceburjj, Ont.; Marine City and 
Sombra, Ont., and Roberts Landing 
and Port Lambton, Ont. 

To travel from Michigan to 
Wisconsin, take the Chessie System 
Autoferry (800-632-0064) from 
Ludington to Manitowoc, Milwaukee 
and Kewaunee or ride the Ann Arbor 
carferry (800-632; 0972) from Frank- 
fort to Kewaunee. The crossing 
takes four to six hours, and 
regularly scheduled trips are made 
only during summer, 

A much shorter trip is the Ironton 
Ferry crossing of Lake Charlevoix 
from Ironton to Boyne City. The 
ferry is pulled across the lake on 
cables, and the five-minute ride 
costs $1. 

Take a journey into the past 
aboard a paddle-wheel boat. The Au 
Sable River Queen Boats (517-728- 
9871 or 517-739-7351), west of Oscoda 
at Foote and Five Channels dams, 
offer two-hour narrated cruises. A 
much shorter cruise is available 
aboard the Suwanee, a restored 1888 
paddle-wheel riverboat at Dear- 
born’s Greenfield Village (313-271- 
1620). The Huron-Clinton 
Metropolitan Authority has two 
paddle-wheelers — the Island Queen 
at Kensington Metropark near 
Milford (313-685-1561) and the Dixie 
Belle at Metro Beach Metropark 
near Mount Clemens (313-963-3022).

On Mackinac Island, where motor

nado damage in Kalamazoo, where 
repair crews were working in 
confined areas and neighborhoods 
and were highly visible, after these 
storms the crews were spread out 
across the state," Jensen said.

Youth rebels at City Golf Championships 

20-y ear-old Ryan's 2-under-par 70 leads first round

Youth got the best of experience 
and is dominating the 21st annual 5- 
dty golf championship at the 
halfway point at Fellows Creek Golf 
Course after Sunday’s opening 
round. 

Ten of the 13 top scorers at the 
halfway point are in their early 
twenties or younger. 

Saturday’s rainstrom washed out 
the first round of the 36-hole tourney 
and postponed the final 18-holes until 
next Saturday, thus causing 
reigning champion Tom Piscopink 
of Wayne to withdraw. Piscopink, 
who has won the last three con- 
secutive championships, and Fred 
Bachiel, another fine golfer, both 
had to withdraw to play in a tour- 
nament in Grosse lie this weekend. 

However, there are still a host of 
sturdy swingers left in the field of 


100 golfers who teed-off in the 
tournament which is co-sponsored 
by Associated Newspapers and the 
Parks and Recreation departments 
of the cities involved — Wayne, 
Westland, Canton, Inkster, and 
Garden City. 

Youthful golf phenom Kevin Ryan 
of Inkster, who has only been 
playing golf four years, covered the 
soggy 6,200-yard, par 72 Fellows 
Creek layout in a brilliant two- 
under-par 70. The 20-year-old strung 
15 pars, birdies on holes 6, 12 and 17 
and one bogey to take a 2-stroke lead 
over Canton’s Matthew Wiley, 23, at 
the mid-Way point.

No sunshine patriots were those who shrugged their shoulders in 
contempt at the perpetual rains last Saturday and golfed in the 
Noah-like floods during the 21st annual City Championship Golf 
Tournaments held at Fellows Creek. The rains made many wince 
— but when tournament manager Bill Hawley announced, "it’s 
on", more than 100 amateur golfers took to the field. 

And, although that rain would have been God-sent to Texas or 
Oklahoma, it was the constant brunt of curses and jokes during the 
three or more hours of watery ordeal. 

At the end, even Hawley admitted that the elements were 
stronger than the tournament and he conceded to His wish — the 
first round was wiped out. It was a first time in tournament history. 
Wet-faced, drenched golfers began filing into the club house, each 
with their particularly unique story. 

“You can’t putt out there,” one golfer said. “I knew it was time to 
quit when I thought I sank a putt but it just stayed afloat atop of the 
hole.” 

The dark clouds refused to quit — a perfect state of contradiction 
to the golfers will. Ironically, some brought in their best rounds. 

Despite the uncooperative weather, the golfers were back — all 
dried out — for Sunday’s round. Saturday’s round was declared “a 
practice round,” by Hawley. The championships will be decided on 
Saturday at Fellows’ Creek. 

Fellows’ Creek Golf Pro Tom Ross has turned that course into 
ooeof the better ones in the county. A complete turnaround of a few 
years ago when most golfers came off the course with pugnacious 
disgust flowing from their lips about the conditions. The only 
anguish heard during the two days last weekend was about the 
golfer’s game, not about the layout. 

“Ross has done a lot of things out here,” said Bill Whitworth, 
tournament secretary. “And all of them are good. I don’t think 
you’ll hear a golfer complaining about this course.” 

Ross says “it took three years to turn things around.” 

“And I feel the program here is second to none,” he said. “We’re 
looking to the future to improve what we have.” 

The recent tornado-like storm that roared through western 
Wayne County also took its toll of trees, Ross pointed out. “We lost 
nearly 40 big trees. Most have been removed. 

“We’re going to replace them," Ross continued, “but, obviously, 
you can’t replace 30 to 40 year old trees over night.” 

Another casualty of the Saturday’s rains was Tom Piscopink, 
who was forced to withdraw from the tournament. Piscopink, the 
three-time defending champ, is scheduled to play in Grosse lie 
Tournament this weekend. He won’t be able to finish up the local 
championships. 

And one person who wants the Lenny Anderson Memorial Trophy 
which Piscopink has held for the past four years is Ray Ostyn. 
(That trophy, named for the first police officer to lose his life in 
the line of duty in Wayne, is awarded to the Wayne medalist). 

Ray covets tlje trophy for a particular reason. 

“I knew Lenny,” Ostyn says, “and I also know his former part- 
ner, Pat Browo. If I win, I would like to present it to him so he can 
display it in his bar.” 

Brown is the owner of the Extra Point Bar. » 

And, why did it rain Saturday? 

Ctae golfer explained: “In all your previous columns you used to 
end it with ‘it never rains on my tournament. You didn’t do it this 
time, how come?” 

I don’t know. 

But, to play it safe, let’s make sure that radiant sunshine is there 
for this Saturday’s championships. 

“It never rains during the championships.”

These leaders will be in the 
championship flight and other 
golfers in the tournament will be 
grouped into various flights ac- 
cording to their ability in their 
various cities for next Saturday’s 
final 18-hole finish.

Saturday’s downpour drenched 
the course and forced Tournament 
Director Bill Hawley to postpone 
play after nine holes. Ironically, 
most players said they shot better 
golf Saturday on the soggy, water- 
filled course than they did in the 
bright sunshine of Sunday afternoon. 

The weather made no difference to 
Ryan, one of the brightest young 
golfers on the links’ horizon, as the 
1968 Cherry Hill High School 
graduate burned up the course with 
a scintillating two-under-par 70.

Ryan’s 10-foot putt curled into the 
cup on 6; he drove right in front of 
the green on 12, chipped to within 
two feet of the cup and sank the putt. 
On the 310-yard, par four number 17, 
the slender, machine-like Ryan 
drilled his drive 25 yards from file 
front edge of the green and almost 
holed a sandwedge approach before 
sinking a two-foot putt. 

Earlier this year, Ryan stroked a 
76-72-148 to win the inaugural 
Canton Open Golf Championship at 
Fellows Creek Course, which is 
located on Lotz Road in Canton. 

“I was pretty well pleased with 
my game today,” said Ryan, whose 
father, Tom, caddied for his son and 
is his biggest booster. “It’s shorter 
than many courses, but the tight 
fairways, high rough, tough pin 
placements and soggy course made 
it play longer,” he said. 

Canton’s Matt Wiley, who just 
turned 23 on July 23, stroked a 36-36- 
72 for second place Sunday at the 
midway point. Included in his round 
were 12 pars, plus birdies on 3, 9 and 
10 and bogeys on 2, 7 and 17. 

Canton, which placed five in the 
top 11 finishers, had muscular, 
mustachioed A1 D’Amato in 3rd 
place with a 38-36r74 despite a two- 
stroke penalty for entering the creek 
on the second hole. 

“I didn’t hit the ball very well 
today, but my putting was decent,” 
said D’Amato, 40, who is playing in 
his ■ : »ANP City Golf Cham- 

pionship. He scrambled well, only 
notching nine pars, but chipping for 
four birdies — on holes 3, 6, 11 and 
13. However, he stumbled with a 
double bogey on 2, plus bogeys on 4, 
5, 15 and 18. “The greens were so bad 
with spike marks it was hard to get 
the ball rolling,” he said. “My 
longest putt was seven feet.” 

Several other good golfers are in 
the chase, just a few strokes back* 
and the action resumes next 
Saturday morning when the 
linksmen will again attack Fellows 
Creek in hopes 0 ^ coming home with 
a trophy.

With the coming of hot 
weather, the gardening 
questions sprout faster 
than weeds. Well, 
almost faster. Michigan 
State University Ex- 
tension specialists 
answer some typical 
summer queries. 

Q. What does it mean 
when the top of your 
birch tree goes all wilty 
and then dies? 

A. Wilting and 
dieback are the classic 
symptoms of an in- 
festation by bronze 
birch borers. The larvae 
of these olive-brown 
beetles burrow inside 
the branches and trunk. 
The twigs die, and 
eventually, if the insects 
are not controlled, the 
whole tree will be killed. 
Keep the tree growing 
vigorously by proper 
watering and fertilizing 
and controlling the 
birch leaf miner. Any 
kind of stress will make 
it more susceptible to 
borer attack. Prune out 
borer-infested twigs and 
branches, and spray the 
bark of branches and 
trunk with lindane 
during the first week of 
June and twice more, at 
three-week intervals. 
Properly timed sprays 
will kill the adult insects 
before they can lay their 
eg$£ on the tree. Once 
the Larvae are inside 
the wood, of course, 
contact sprays can’t 
touch them. 

Q. Will it hurt my 
philodendron to prune 
off the aerial roots on 
the stems? 

A. No. There’s no 
particular reason to do 
it, but there’s no harm 
in it, either. 

Q. Carv I use weed 
killers in my vegetable 
garden? 

A. Sure — as long as 
they walk on two legs 
and carry a hoe. 
Seriously now, except in 
certain crops — like 
strawberries, rasp- 
berries, and aspragus 
— the use of herbicides 
(chemical weed killers) 
in home gardens is 
generally not recom- 
mended. The reason is 
that there is no one 
chemical that can safely 
be used around all the 
crops a garden usually 
includes. A material 
that doesn’t harm one 
group of plants may 
injure or kill those in the 
next row. Try mulching 
as a method of weed, 
control. It’s easy and 
inexpensive and it takes 
very little effort.

tree stump in my yard? 

A. The easiest way is 
to have someone come 
in with a stump grinder 
and dig it out for you. 
TOs will not get all the 
roots, of course, but it 
will eliminate the above 
gl-ound portion and 
some of the larger roots. 
The others will have to 
rot away. Decay alone 
will eventually do away 
with an old tree stump, 
but this takes time. 
Stum p remover 
chemicals generally are 
no more effective in 
promoting decay than 
covering the stump with 
soil and sprinkling it 
with nitrogen fertilizer. 
TTiis will enhance the 
growth and action of soil 
bacteria and other 
organisms that break 
the wood down. 

Q. My garage roof is 
all soft and green with 
mo6S. I suspect this isn't 
very good for the wood 
underneath the 
shingles. How do 1 get 
rid of the moss? 

A. You’re right about 
the moss — it will tend 
to hold moisture, which 
will make the wood rot 
faster. A number of 
copper compounds can 
be used to control moss. 
Where runoff will not 


strike valuable plants, 
you can use copper 
sulfate or copper 
naphthenate to control 
the moss. These com- 
pounds are toxic to 
plants. Copper sulfate 
also leaves a blue 
residue, which may be 
undesirable on a 
structure. A number of 
copper fungicides can 
be used to kill moss and 
algae without damaging 
other plants. These 
include copper 
hydroxide, copper 
oleate, cuprous oxide 
and copper oxychloride. 
Look for these com- 
pounds on the labels of 
copper fungicides and 
use them according to 
label directions. Moss 
grows in damp, shaded 
cool areas. Thinning the 
trees that shade the 
garage may allow 
enough additional light 
to enter to make the 
garage roof somewhat 
less suitable for moss 
growth. 

Q. What would I get if 
I planted some 
sprouting onions? 

A. Onion flowers and 
seeds. The onion is a 
biennial plant, 
producing the bulb one 
year and the flower and 
seeds the next.

Fifth, as a result, you eat a little 
more, just to escape the feelings you 
get from having gone to the 
• refrigerator the first time. 



is somehow broken. The good news 
is that we can take steps to avoid this 
kind of problem eating. 


The first step is to remember 
some situations in which you did 
fight the urge to “eat your problems 
away” and some in which you gave 
in to temptation. Anajyze each 
category carefully. Remember why 
each case^occurred, what emotion 
you w,gre dealing with and how you 
mightT-htfVe reacted more eon- 
structjyely. A basic personal un- 
derstanding of why you behaved as 
you did in each situation provides 
the information you need to take 
action. 

That leads us to the second step. 
Keep in mind that when unpleasant 


experiences occur, we can respond 
constructively. For example, if we 
are unhappy because we’re out of 
work, we can turn our thoughts to 
seeking a good job, instead of 
bemoaning our inactivity. 

If we are bored, we can look for 
meaningful, rewarding ways to 
occupy our time, rather than simply 
feeling sorry for ourselves and 
snacking. The basic problems might 
remain, but, by taking constructive 
measures, we can blunt the impact 
of the negative feelings weTe ex- 
periencing. Thus, step two is a 
general way to turn our reactions 
around constructively. 

Step three is to specifically take 
positive action. This means plan- 
ning. If we’re out of work and 
determine we should seek a job, we 
should go to step three and plan as 
precisely as possible an intelligent 
approach to getting the kind of 
employment we’d like. 

If we're angry at someone and 
determine we will have a pleasant 
and rewarding interaction with 
someor° else, we should plan 
specifir ictions. 

What we do to deal with problems 
and the moods they create can be 
vei 7 simple things. We can start a 
good book, spend time with a close 
friend, go for a nice walk, do un- 
finished chores, do any number of 
rewarding activities. The important 
factor is that once the vicious cycle 
of mood eating is broken, Ave are 
avoiding one of the prime causes of 
poor nutritional habits. 

The very next time a bad mood 
strikes and you feel the urge to take 
your emotion to the refrigerator or 
pantry, take command of the 
situation! Don’t give in! You’ll find 
that a very different kind of cycle 
will result. You will be pleased with 
yourself for not making an un- 
pleasant situation. 

Perhaps the most constructive 
step of all will be the one you don’t 
take in the direction of excess food.

Beware of new fad diets- 
food variety is a 'must'

Do you remember, the sack dress? 
That was certainly a fad in the world 
of fashion, and eating only 
grapefruit and hard-cooked eggs is a 
fad in the world of diet. Truly classic 
style in eithef clothing or diet will 
always be in fashion and in good 
taste. Style in dieting can be sum- 
med up in two words — variety and 
moderation. These are the two keys 
to sensible eating. Promises of 
quick, painless weight loss are an 
indication that the diet is probably 
not medically sound. 

A diet designed to help lose or 
maintain weight should be one that 
can be lived with for a lifetime. Food 
should be one of our greatest 
pleasures in life. Therefore, we 
should learn to adapt our 
preferences for certain types of 
foods to a daily meal pattern that 
will meet our nutrient and caloric 
(energy) needs without adding 
excess weight. 

Your personal diet plan should not 
become a hardship — it should 
satisfy not only your nutritional 
needs but also the social aspects 
associated with food. 

A diet plan that overemphasizes 
any one food or food group to the 
exclusion of others could probably 
be labeled a "fad” diet. There is no 
magic food which will help "burn” 
fat and thus bring about immediate 
and permanent weight loss. There is 
also no food which magically 
reduces appetite. When just a few 
foods are allowed on a diet, you tire 
of the foods and have less desire to 
eat, but this is not the way to develop 
a lifetime diet plan. 

A diet which results in weight loss 
orweight maintenance (if you are at 
your ideal weight) can and should be 
made up of a variet/of foods. These 
foods should represent all the food 
groups — milk and dairy products, 
fruits and vegetables, cereals and 
breads, and protein-rich foods such 
as meat, poultry and fish. 

Moderate amounts of other foods 
such as fats and sugars may be 
included when extra calories are 
permissible. Each group should be 
included in moderate amounts 
depending on your caloric needs. 

What happens when one food 
group is completely omitted from 
your daily meals? The 'nutrients 
supplied by that particular group 
will be lacking, and you will create 
an imbalance in your diet. For 
example, the so-called low car- 
bohydrate diets rely on excessive 


amounts of fat and protein to 
provide energy. When fat supplies a 
large percentage of your calories, 
there is an increase in your blood 
and urine of compounds’ known as 
ketone bodies This condition is 
referred to as ketosis, with symp- 
toms of nausea, fatigue and low 
blood pressure. 

High protein deits promoted for 
weight loss create an imbalance in 
the diet by forcing the body to use 
excessive amount of protein-rich 
foods for energy This type of diet 
adds stress to the kidneys in ridding 
the body of large amounts of 


nitrogen-containing compounds the 
are not utilized as protein You 
grocery bUl will be higher when Ux 
critical need for energy must be 
met with protein-rich foods. 

The calories in our diet should 
come from all three macronutrients 
— carbohydrate, fat and protein. 
Nutritionists now recommend that 
about 55 percent of our calories 
come from carbohydrate ( bread and 
cereal groups and the fruit and 
vegetable group), 30 percent from 
fat and 15 percent from protein 1 
foods.

Dining 'solo' need not be dull 


The words, “a home-cooked 
meal,” conjure up the images of a 
family gathered around the table 
with soup simmering in a kettle, 
chicken roasting and biscuits baking 
in the oven. 

For 44 million Americans who live 
alone, however, that home-cooked 
meal is more likely to be a hastily 
prepared sandwich or snack. And 
according to the Census Bureau, the 
number of single-person households 
will continue to increase 
dramatically. They project that by 
1990 more than one-quarter of all 
households will consist of only one 
person. 

Why are some single householders 
deprived of a nutritionally sound 
meal? In a series of interviews with 
single people of all ages and 
backgrounds, Betsy Robertson, 
consumer adviser for the National 
Food Processors Association 
(NFPA), tried to find out. 

“I can’t be bothered cooking for 
myself,” said one New York City 
bachelor. “I try to eat a good lunch 
and then at night I may pick up an 


axler of spare ribs and fried rice 
from a Chinese restaurant and have 
a doughnut or ice cream for desert.” 

“With the wide variety of canned 
and other ready-to-eat foods 
available, dining along need not 
result in a poor diet,” Robertson 
said. She discovered that those she 
interviewed who planned a bit and 
shopped for food once a week had a 
reasonably well-balanced diet. 

“One man I spoke with, a 
salesman from Des Moines, relied 
on some prepared foods and usually 
managed to put together a good 
meal in a half hour without doing a 
lot of fussing,” the NFPA advisor 
said. He might heat up a can of chili, 
ther\ add chopped raw onion and 
grated cheddar cheese or slice a 
couple of frankfurters and heat with 
a can of baked beans. 

“Once a week he makes a meat loaf 
and then reheats it. Every night he 
creates a salad (his avowed 
specialty) that includes lots of fruit 
or vegetables. One favorite warm- 
weather combo includes romaine 
lettuce, canned mandarin oranges 


and slivered almonds in a 
vinaigrette dressing with a teaspoon 
of honey added.” 

“You would expect that women 
living alone are able to cook for 
themselves, Robertson said. 
“However interviews with a group 
of single women ages 25 to 35 in the 
Los Angeles area showed that a 
number of them either ate dinner at 
restaurants or nibbled on cheese, 
fruit and crackers rather than cook 
anything." 

“For people who absolutely can’t 
or won’t cook beyond heating a can, 
there’s a bounty of canned soups 
that can be served as part of a quick 
and nutritious meal,” Robertson 
said. “Chilled consomme madrilene 
is a delicious, low-calorie product 
that only requires a can opener to 
‘prepare’ it. Beef bouillon with a 
slice of lemon floating oh top is also 
low calorie but elegant.” 

Main dish salads are only a can 
opener away, if you keep salmon and 
sardines chilled in the refrigerator. 
Marinated mushrooms, pickled 
beets, smoked clams, olive salad 


and dill pickles, plus assorted bot- 
tled salad dressings and mayon- 
naise, can all provide colorful ac- 
companiments to a salad plate. For 
quick hot potato salad, sliced canned 
potatoes can be heated in their own 
liquid, then drained and tossed with 
Italian dressing and bacon bits. 

One resourceful woman, a 
marketing manager who travels two 
weeks out of every month, got tired 
of coming home to a refrigerator 
that was practically empty except 
for sour milk and shriveled lettuce. 
Robertson reported. 

“She finally bought a set of one- 
serving casserole dishes, prepared a 
few of her favorite foods, such as pot 
roast and Italian meatballs, and 
portioned the servings before 
wrapping and freezing them. SHe 
also stocked up on packages of herb- 
flavored rice to cook while one of her 
homemade casseroles is heating in 
the oven." 

“Now, when she returns from a 
trip, she doesn’t have to forage for 
stale cookies,” Robertson said, “her 
only regret is that ‘there’s no way to 
preserve lettuce.’"
